Divisions, 29 Army were trmsferred _ 
to sonthern Fukien , Their former stations at Chiehymg (N 23-32, E ll6i-2Q), 
Fengshun (U 23-56, E II6-I3), Ch'aoan (N 23-42, E 116-37), and Ch^enghal 
(N 23-29, E 116 -44) were occupied by the 82 and 83 Divisions, 28 Army, and 
by an artillery battalion of the 3 Field Army.

Octoher, 'the^B6 and 87 Divisions were in the Feng shun -Tap 'u (N 24-29, E 116-42} 
-Jaop'lng (N 23-58, B ll6-48) area. In early January they were still 
tentatively carried in that area. There have also l^een no indications of _ 
any movement of the 82 and 83 Divisions from the Minch' Ing (H 26-12, E 110-50} 
and fuoh’ing (N 25-43, E 119-25)_ areas of Fukien where they have been 
accented for some time.
